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§ L56 Duty to disclose information material to patentability. 

(a) A patent by its very nature is affected with a public interest. The public interest is best served, and the most effective patent 
examination occurs when, at the time an application is being examined, the Office is aware of and evaluates the teachings of all information 
material to patentability. Each individual associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent apphcation has a duty of candor and good 
faith.in deahng with the Office, which includes a duty to disclose to the OfRce all information known to that individual to be material to 
patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose information exists with respect to each pending claim until the claim is canceled 
or withdrawn from consideration, or the application becomes abandoned. Information materiai to the patentability of a claim that is 
canceled or withdrawn firom consideration need not be submitted if the information is not material to the patentability of any claim 
rfflnaining imder consideration in the application. There is no <hity to submit information which is not material to &e patentabiHty of any 
existing claim. The duty to disclose all information known to be material to patentability is deemed to be satisfied if all information kno^vn
